Care of Allamandas 


In order to have these plants in a nice compact form 
they will need tying and staking from time to time. 
As they grow they will become crowded and should be 
spaced quite often to let the sun and air around them. 
When their pots are full of active roots they will need 
lots of water. Give them plenty of syringing until well 
filled with bloom and about twice a week give liquid 
manure water. ‘They should never be allowed to go be- 
low 65 degrees at night and with sun they can be al- 


lowed to run up 15 to 20 degrees more. Keep the at- 
mosphere moist by wetting down the paths and under the 
benches two or three times a day. To increase stock 
place soft-wooded cuttings in the warmest propagating 
bed you have, as they should have at least 75 degrees 
bottom heat to root well. é 


Ferns 

The best way to grow fern spores is to sow them in 
pans. A soil for small ferns should be a mixture of 
sandy peat or turfy loam and leaf mold. The temper- 
ature is right if held at the point of 60 degrees, as near 
as possible, the whole year through. Air is necessary 
to counteract stagnation, but strong drafts are death to 
tender, young fern-growth. A light shading during the 
brightest hours of cloudless days from about now until 
the end of October is good for all ferns. 


Ramblers for Easter 1915 

In order to have Rambler roses form good bushy 
plants, start now and get some one year old plants. 
They should be cut back so they will have three or four 
strong eyes to break from. I think it is better to pot 
them into their flowering size now. Do not overlook the 
fact that they should have a well prepared compost to 
make fine flowering wood, say a fibrous sod that has 


been mixed with manure at the rate of three to one 
and to every barrow load add a 5-inch pot of bone meal, 
and another of wood ashes. Always see that pots are 
given good drainage. These can be started in a house 
that stands at about 50 degrees at night. Syringe them 
every good day, but give water carefully until root 
action has started good. They can be grown underglass 
until July or August.

Planting Gladioli 

Have a good piece of ground and see that the soil is 
worked deep and that there is plenty of well-decayed 
manure worked into it. It would be well to sort the 
corms over and plant all the small ones at the first plant- 
ing leaving the largest for the last planting. You cam 
make a succession of plantings from the middle of Apri 
until the end of June. Plant them from 2 to 3 feet 
apart in the rows, leaving about 3 to 4 inches between 
the bulbs in the rows. They should be planted at least 
four inches deep. When they show above the ground 
keep the cultivator going every week until they have 
reached a height of about 8 inches. Just before the last 
cultivation give some quick’ acting fertilizer between 
the rows—it can be put on at the rate of three or four 
hundred pounds per acre. 


Sowing Campanulas 

Campanulas can be brought into bloom from the mid- 
dle of April and up to Memorial Day when they are 
seen in perfection. Canterbury bell, cup-and-saucer 
(calycanthema) has proved itself indispensable. Other 
varieties have been tried, but they do not respond to. 
cuJture under glass as this one does. Get some seed of 
the white and pink varieties and sow now in flats or 
pans in equal parts of loam and leaf-mold with a little 
sand. On this sow the seed, cover and press firmly. 
Give them a warm house until they show signs of com- 
ing up, when they should be placed in a light and cool 
house that runs from 45 to 50 degrees at night. When 


large enough prick out or pot off. When May comes 
they can be planted out in the field, giving them about 
15 inches ‘between the plants and with proper cultiva- 
tion you can grow fine strong clumps by October. 


Ripening up Freesias 
By giving these little bulblets a little care while they 
are ripening up they will finish up their growth so as to. 
leave good strong bulbs for future use. Withhold water 
gradually until the tops are all ripened up, when they 
can be shaken out, sorted and stored away until they 
are wanted again.

A gain a careful perusal and study of the vari- 
for the Easter ous Kaster reports from leading trade 
cut flower centres as presented in this issue. It 


will be noticed that while the stories 
of the demand in different localities are widely variant 
in many respects yet in a broad aspect they have much 
in common. In the newer communities we have invari- 
ably found the experiences to parallel those which the 
more advanced places have gone through a number of 
years previous. The most significant feature of the 
Easter business of the past few years in those centres 
which, in a measure, set the pace in floral fashions for 
the rest, has been the drift of preference for pot plant 
material over cut flowers, which in each succeeding year 
seemed to grow apace, the cut flower becoming less and 
less of a factor. But now it would appear that the 
current has at last been arrested and in some important 
places the cut flower demand has apparently given the 
plant trade advance a serious check. We noticed this 
tendency last year not only at Easter but at Christmas 
and it certainly has made emphatic headway in the in- 
terim. In those sections where the turn in the tide is 
not yet felt the cut flower people should be able, in our 
humble opinion, to extract considerable comfort from 
a study of the returns and what they probably indicate.

started is to be really permanent and the holiday flower 
business to enjoy its fair proportion of the popular favor. 
There is no need to discuss further now the suicidal pol- 
icies of the past. They are well known. Returning to 
our consideration of the developments of this year’s 
Easter we must say that when we expressed the opinion 
a few weeks ago that the lily crop in the leading eastern 
markets would be fully adequate for all requirements, 
we had no idea of the enormous excess of adequateness 
in the supply of this great Easter specialty which was in 
prospect. Naturally there are varying explanations for 
this unprecedented and very unwelcome redundance of 
lilies but it may reasonably be assumed that the abun- 


* dance of these flowers continuously all the year round, as 


has come to be the case, has had more or less effect in 
depreciating their standing as a distinctively Easter 
specialty. With the rivalry of new and beautiful roses, 
hydrangeas and other bright and’ irresistible claimants 
for public favor, a full restoration of the longiflorum 
lily to its former Easter glory and pre-eminence would 
seem a far-off proposition, although its symbolic char- 
acter will always bring it a certain prestige. Its value at 
Easter or any other time is likely to depend more on 
quality hereafter than was the case in the past when, 
too often, any lily waé a lily.

lead one, not familiar with the facts, 
to infer that the meeting was primar- 
ily devoted, and excitedly so, to an at- 
tempt to solve the gardeners’ wage 
problem. In reality reference to it 
was only made incidental with the re- 
port submitted of the good work which 
is being done by the association’s serv- 
ice bureau. In connection with it some 
existing conditions were brought to 
light indicating that men within the 
gardening profession are as much re- 
sponsible for the poor compensation 
that comes to some of them as are the 
owners of the estates on whom Mr. Wat- 
son chooses to place the entire blame. 

As an instance I will cite a case 
which was brought to our notice dur- 
ing the past few weeks. An owner of 
a rather extensive estate not far from 
New York sought a superintendent, of- 
fering $125 in salary with cottage and 
usual privileges. A competent garden- 
er was recommended, but he would not 
consider the position at a salary less 
than $150. After several days’ consid- 
eration the owner finally decided to en- 
gage the gardener at the figure he 
asked. In the meantime it became 
noised about the vacancy existed and 
the day after the gardener referred 
to, was engaged, applications for the 
position commenced to pour into the 
owner. Some sixty odd applications 
were received in which “salary ex- 
pected” was specified and the highest 
asked to manage this estate was $75 
and from that down to $50. One appli- 
cant offered to take the position for 
$40 and if “hired” he would show the 
owner how to make the place pay. It 
took quite some “educating” to con- 
vince that owner that there had _ not 
been a slump in -superintendent sal- 
aries and that he had not made a ser- 
ious mistake in accepting a man who 
had even demanded more than what 
he was inclined to give. 

On the other hand the receipt of ap- 
plications of a similar nature as those 
just described resulted in a position of 
manager of an estate of over a thou- 
sand acres being filled at $75 per 
month. The former manager is re- 
ported to have received $175 a month. 
No doubt the man who now fills the 
position considers himself well paid 
and would be, on a place where he 
could probably make good, placed in 
charge of a few acres of lawn, flower, 
and vegetable gardens. 

Many more instances of like nature 
could be related that occurred this 
spring and the standard of the profes- 
sion of gardening is not raised by the 
men professing it as their calling who 
will apply for a position of manager 
or superintendent (and for which they 
are in every way unfitted), simply be- 
cause they are looking for a job and 
don’t care where they land so long 
as they land at any salary without 
regard as to the responsibilities they 
undertake to assume. Their action 
can only serve to spoil good opportun- 
ities for capable men who would fill 
the positions with credit to their pro- 
fession. And the owners of estates 
who will employ these men at salaries

entirely inadequate to the services ex- 
pected to be rendered, usually get 
what is coming to them; the despolia- 
tion of their estates through inex- 
perienced management, and sometimes 
worse, the incurring of heavy expendi- 
tures, often unnecessary, through ir- 
regular practices. 

Our friend Watson, in making the 
suggestions he does reminds me of the 
fellow on the outside looking in, but 
who has not had the insight on what 
is going on, that the insider possesses. 
For his suggested campaign of educa- 
tion among estate owners is some- 
thing that has been practiced through 
one of the departments of our organ- 
ization with most encouraging results 
for more than a year past. Through 
its efforts superintendents, gardeners 
and assistants have already benefited, 
and through the proposed co-operation 
with local societies this campaign of 
education is to be spread broadcast to 
bring to the notice of those who re- 
quire the services of gardeners, that 
the profession of gardening is no dif- 
ferent than any other profession—that 
in it are to be found men who are 
most efficient in their calling, and men 
who are quite inefficient—that when 
the services of a gardener are required 
judgment should be exercised in the 


selection of the gardener and proper 
consideration should be given to the 
compensation offered for the services 
to be rendered —that remuneration 
should be in full proportion to the re- 
sponsibilities of the position. The 
owners who recognize that “every man 
is worthy of his hire” will have little 
difficulty in securing gardeners who 
will not only manage their estates ca- 
pably, but who will also make them a 
genuine pleasure to maintain. 

The sagacious advice that the legiti- 
mate work of the N. A. G., really is 
in educating the employers what a 
minimum wage ought to be, will not 
be accepted. The members of the ex- 
ecutive board possess sufficient wis- 
dom to avoid everything that may per- 
tain to politics, religion or the regula- 
tion of labor. 

The National Association of Gar- 
deners recognize gardening solely as 
a profession, and its aim is to elevate 
this profession, not by regulation, but 
through education. No better means 
or methods can be found to accomplish 
this than through co-operation be- 
tween the various organizations in- 
terested in the welfare of the profes- 
sion and in those who follow its call- 
ing.

NEW YORK FLORISTS’ CLUB. 


The meeting of the New York 
Florists’ Club on Monday evening, 
April 13, was exceptionally well at- 
tended, one reason therefor being the 
interest of the members in the prom- 
ised report of the Flower Show Com- 
mittee on the recent Spring Exhibi- 
tion. The report as presented by 
Chairman F. R. Pierson was certainly 
a gratifying one. It showed gross re- 
ceipts from all sources of $27,310, of 
which $11,000 came from sale of admis- 
sion tickets. Treasurer F. H. Traendly 
gave his report in detail, showing a 
balance of $1185 to divide between the 
club and the Horticultural Society of 
New York as net profit after paying 
out nearly $10,000 in premiums and 
$10,000 to the Exposition Company on 
account of rental and other expenses. 
‘The guarantors had not been called 
upon for any assessment. 

After some congratulatory remarks 
by several members, a motion was 
adopted for the appointment of a com- 
mittee with power to act in conjunc- 
tion with a similar committee of the 
Horticultural Society of New York to 
make arrangements to hold a similar 
show in the spring of 1915. Unanimous 
votes of thanks were passed for the 
Flower Show Committee, in recogni- 
tion of its splendid work; to Julius 
Roehrs Co., for the loan of palms, etc., 
for decoration of the exhibition 
hall; to Jos. A. Manda, for his 
efficiency as superintendent, and 
to A. H. Hews Co., for the loan of 
5,000 flower pot saucers. The action 
in extending the duration of the show 
beyond the time originally specified 
was declared by Manager Jos. A. 
Manda to have been a mistake. 
lace R. Pierson took the same ground, 
saying that it was a serious matter 
to ask people to pay to see dead flow- 
ers. The outcome of the discussion 
was a vote that it was the sense of 
the meeting that seven days should 
be the maximum limit of future exhi- 
bitions. 

Doctor Headley, State Entomologist, 
of New Jersey had been announced to 
give an illustrated lecture on insect 
pests and their control. The lecturer 
was on hand and gave an interesting 
and useful address, but the stereopti- 
con annex failed to appear and so 
the illustrations were unfortunately 
missed. 

The sum of $50 was voted for the 
American Sweet Pea Society, which is 
to hold its summer .exhibition this 
year in New York. Fourteen new 
members were accepted and ten more 
were proposed.

Meeting of Executive Board. 


The spring meeting of the Executive 
Board of the National Association of 
Gardeners was held in Horticultural 
Hall, Philadelphia, on Tuesday, April 
7th. There were present John W. 
Everitt, Glen Cove, N. Y.; James Mac- 
Machan, Tuxedo Park, N. Y.; Robert 
Bottomley, New Canaan, Conn.; Ar- 
thur Smith, Reading, Pa.; M. C. Ebel, 
Madison, N. J.; Thomas Logan, Jen- 
kintown, Pa.; William Kleinheinz, 
Ogontz, Pa.; John Dodds, Wyncote, 
Pa. In the absence of President 
Waite, Vice-President Everitt occupied 
the chair. 

The following resolution was adopt- 
ed: 

“The response to the communication on 
cooperation recently addressed to the local 
horticultural societies by the National As- 
sociation of Gardeners has been so favor- 
able, it is the sense of the members of the 
executive board present, that definite ac- 
tion should be taken to inaugurate the 
cooperative movement between the national 
association and the various local horticul- 
tural societies, who may desire to unite 
with it to advance the interest of horti- 
culture and the profession of gardening. 

“Be it resolved, therefore, that the secre- 
tary be instructed to address the vgrious 
local societies, Inviting those interested in 
our endeavor, to appoint committees of 
three to be known as the cooperative com- 
mittee of the local society of which they 
are appointed. These committees will act 
with the cooperative committee of the 
National Association of Gardeners to be 
composed of the president, vice-president, 
treasurer and secretary of the National 
Association and to be known as the Na- 
tional Cooperative Committee. 

“The National Committee shall inform 
itself through the local cooperative com- 
mittee of the workings and doings of the 
different local organizations and gather 
such information as may be of interest 
and value to local horticultural bodies in 
their operations, and shall disseminate 
such information as it may acquire amon 
the societies cooperating with it. Throug 
such an interchange of views and experi- 
ences, the successful efforts of local so- 
eieties in their various undertakings will 
be imparted to sister societies by which 
they can benefit and their scope of effective 
work be increased. 

“The National Committee is further em- 
powered to enter into cooperation with 
local horticultural societies, in the broadest 
sense that the word “cooperation” may 
imply, to spread the interest in horticul- 
ture. And to devise ways and means by 
which the various local societies shall have 
actual representation at the annual con- 
ventions of the National Association of 
Gardeners, where they may come together 
and work out the problems which confront 
the profession of gardening.” 

It was decided to continue the cam- 
paign to exploit the association’s Serv- 
ice Bureau to make known to estate 
owners and others requiring the serv- 
ice of capable gardeners that they can 
obtain efficient men engaged in the 
profession through the Bureau. By 
continuing this campaign the associa- 
tion hopes to gradually eliminate the 
class of so-called gardeners entirely 
unqualified by experience or knowl- 
edge to manage positions they apply 
for, and which class is proving so de 
trimental to the profession as a whole.

ARBORETUM FIELD CLASS.

18, and close June 27. Two hours will 
be devoted to each meeting. The 
course is open to both men and 
women.

A New Race of Winter or Early Flow- 
ering Sweet Peas. 


More than eighteen months ago, I was 
told by Mr. Arthur Yates, of Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, that a very precocious sport had 
recently appeared there among some ordi- 
nary Spencers. The seed had been saved, 
and a wonderfully early flowering strain 
had resulted. This is known in Australia 
as the Yarrawa Spencer, and has been a 
decided acquisition in such warm climates 
as that of Sydney, for if seed be sown in | 
late summer or early autumn, the plants 
will begin to bloom in two months from 
the time of sowing, and continue in flower 
for some two or three months longer; in 
fact, until the hot weather begins. his 
strain has now been crossed with the older 
winter-flowering varieties, with the result 
that a large and vigorous race has been 
obtained, which is further distinguished 
by well-formed blooms of much substance. 
The name “Concord Hybrids” has been 
given to it, and it is said by the raiser 
to be superior to.the Algerian one of Ark- 
wright, the American of Zvolanek, or of 
the British of Engelmann. I am going to 
try these Australian seeds this spring, and 
I hope to send an account of them later on 
in the year.

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THE SURPLUS DEVIL. 
A Reverie by George C. Watson. 
One is inclined at times to take a 

rather pessimistic view of things. 

One talks to a retailer and finds 
he has little regard for anybody but 
himself. 

One talks to a grower and ugually 
finds that he thinks he is always get- 
ting the worst of the deal. 

One talks to a commission man and 
learns that he gets no sympathy from 
either side—and thinks himself lucky 
if he breaks even. 

Isn’t all this enough to make any- 
one, even an optimist like the writer, 
a little bit pessimistic? Wouldn’t 
preaching a little about cultivating 
the spirit of give and take on both 
sides help some? We believe it would, 
if it wasn’t for that surplus! That 
pestiferous surplus brings every bit 
of latent selfishness out from the pro- 
ducing end. If there are more flowers 
in any one day than the market can 
absorb or, in other words, than the 
retailer cares to buy, what happens? 
The surplus is shoved aside from day 
to day, from Monday to Friday. On 
Friday it is offered at bargain figures 
to the retailer or the fakir, and then 
the howl begins. But in that case the 
retailer has his protection. “Those are 
not fresh flowers.” He has that slogan 
and can hold his customers easily. So 
he is really not greatly harmed, if he 
would only calm down and consider 
that every cheap posy is a missionary 
for him. 

But with Easter or Christmas plants 
it is different. In that case devil sur- 
plus is a genuine devil. The grower 
sells all he can at good prices to the 
retailer, and if he has grown too 
many—they go to the department 
stores and the street—with no stipula- 
tion as to prices—and take back any 
unsold. This is no fairy tale. It’s a 
fact, and here’s where the retailer has 
a real grievance. He does not have 
an equal chance as with cut flowers. 
The plants are not stale. They are 
just as good as he is selling. He is 
stung and there is no redress. We 
cannot see any reason why a depart- 
ment store is entitled to any better 
terms on plants or on anything else 
than a regular retail florist. 

The surplus devil often blinds the 
fair-mindedness of the grower just as 
shortsightedness and narrow-minded- 
ness often blind the retailer. If both 
sides would cultivate the spirit of tol- 
eration, of reciprocity, of justice, of 
square dealing, and not let a penny 
now kill a future dollar, one would be 
more optimistic. Let us all try to be 
a little more decent to each other 
from now on.

CHICAGO NOTES. 
Easter Plants. 

Plant sales predominated as in form- 
er years and plant growers were most- 
ly sold out a week or more before 
Easter. There was nothing strikingly 
new among the offerings, but the ar- 
rangements were more artistic than 
ever before and prices did not run 
quite so high as has sometimes hap- 
pened. More pains were taken with 
the small offerings and it is safe to 
say that the number of plants sold was 
larger than ever, although the total 
may not reach a larger figure than in 
former years. 

Rain fell on Good Friday but Satur- 
day was clear and bright and trade 
quickly responded. Repeat orders 
began to come in but were often 
turned away because of lack of stock 
and retailers turned to cut flowers. 
There seem to have been fewer plants 
from the Hast this year. Azaleas, as 
was predicted, were not equal to the 
demand and were hardly up to their 
usual degree of excellence owing to 
their poor condition when imported. 
A bright Saturday was followed by an 
Easter Sunday of ideal weather and 
the florists generally are pleased with 
their Easter business.

Trade Notes. 

The department stores are again of- 
fering trees to the school children at 
one cent each, for Arbor Day, April 
17. Three. hundred thousand white 
birch trees, approved by the official 
forester J. H. Prost are included. 

The Foley Greenhouse Manuf. Co. is 
this week shipping some of their mal- 
leable iron specialties for greenhouse 
construction, to A. N. Pierson, Crom- 
well, Conn. Mr. Foley says business is 
starting out very nicely in the new 
factory this spring. 

Harry Rowe made a record hard to 
beat. The large store on the north- 
west corner of Wabash avenue and 
Washington street was vacant and Mr. 
Rowe secured the key on Thursday 
morning, had his stock in place and 
was doing business in the afternoon. 
Monday the store is empty again and 
a neat sum is the result of three days’ 
efforts. 

At Wm. J. Smyth’s, corner of Mich- 
igan avenue and 3ist street, a very 
satisfactory business is reported. 
Something is lacking, however, when 
an automobile fails to crash through 
a window, as has happened twice be- 
fore, or the wind to blow in one of 
the big sheets of plate glass. The em- 
ployees say they miss something when 
no accident occurs at Easter time. 

At Wietor Bros. this week, a house 
of 8009 Sunburst and another of Kill- 
arney Brilliant are being planted, the 
former having proved a good commer- 
cial variety and the latter, Mr. Wietor 
believes will do so. Carnation Bon- 
fire is now seen here and is fine in 
color and form, while the three whites, 
Perfection, Wonder and Enchantress 
would be hard to excell, as grown at 
this place. 

The annual Easter sale for the ben- 
efit of the Home of Destitute Crippled 
Children, given at the Congress Hotel, 
netted an enormous sum of money. 
Many of the florists who have 
donated to this worthy object in 
the past, felt it unwise to do so longer,

WINDOW DISPLAY ADVERTISING FOR TELEGRAPH DELIVERY 


BUSINESS. 


The illustration represents a window 
display made by Holm & Olson, Inc. 
(The Home of Flowers), St. Paul, 
Minn., to show the public how flowers 
may te delivered in any part of the 
world via wire. 

The large telegraph poles seen in 
the back ground are six feet high and 
the cross arms are three feet long. 
These poles are set eight feet apart 
and the wires are stretched in the reg- 
ulation way. Between these poles and 
below the wires are seen a number of 
cards. Looking closely you will find 
the United States reproduced with the 
cards representing the principal cities, 
also the principal cities of Canada are 
shown. The cards on the right of the 
picture represent the principal cities 
of Europe. On the left of the picture 
the cards represent the principal 
Asiatic cities. 

To the right is an oil painting of a 
White star liner; to this picture also 
a card is attached. A total of 72 cards 
are used and to each card is attached 
a ribbon. The ribbons all run to a 
box of Holm & Olson Flowers and are 
centered. The box of flowers is seen 
in the center of the foreground. This 
is to convey the idea that the box of 
flowers can be delivered to any of the 
cards which indicate cities and also 
on board departing steamships. To the 
left in the foreground is a miniature 
telegraph line, the poles eight inches 
high and on each end is connected 4 
telegraph instrument. One instrument 
bears a card “The Home of Flowers” 
and the other bears a card “To all 
parts of the world.” 





The telephone is also used and by 
combining telephone and telegraph the 
wire idea is complete. Two of the 
Florists’ Telegraph Delivery posters 
are shown. Throughout the window 
are scattered the labels and tags of 
florists throughout the United States 
and Canada. A number of these tags 
are addressed as “To My Sweetheart,” 
“To Dear Mother,” “Congratulations,” 
“Best Wishes,” etc. Holm & Olson 
received from a circular letter sent 
out to the various florists about 400 
tags and labels, this alone making an 
unique display. The canvas in the 
background was put up to enable the 
photographer to obtain a better pic- 
ture. 

This window display created a great 
deal of comment and a crowd of peo- 
ple hovered before. it constantly and 
ali were impressed with the idea. A 
number of orders for out of the city 
delivery were also received which was 
directly due to the display.

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Flower Market Reports 


A very satisfactory Easter 

BOSTON business kept everybody 

busy for the latter half of 
last week, but there was an over- 
whelming influx of flowers of all kinds 
and no scarcity was experienced on 
any line, although the cut flower de- 
partment of many stores far exceeded 
the plant department in interest and 
sales. Flowers sold better than plants 
—the first time in many LEasters. 
Carnations dragged somewhat and 
lilies were badly congested, there 
being veritable forests of them, of 
which only a proportion were sold, the 
rest remaining to overload the present 
week. Lily plants were grown in too 
large a quantity for the normal outiets 
of this market and many found their 
way to dry goods stores and provision 
markets, where they were offered at 
retail much below the regular whole- 
sale quotations. Violets and sweet 
peas had a grand sale, as was also true 
of Cardinal, Richmond and all deep- 
colored roses. American Beauty en- 
joyed a good sale. So also did single 
daffodils and cattleyas. Snapdragon 
did fairly well. Many azaleas, rambler 
roses and other plaats are left over in 
retailers’ hands. The wholesale mar- 
kets are loaded down with flowers of 
all kinds, the present week being the 
deadest experienced here this season. 
The public evidently exhausted either 
their pocketbooks or their flower fancy 
last week and things look very blue at 
present writing. Such a change! 
The great so-called 
BUFFALO Easter rush is over and 
all are satisfied. The 
ending was good and much better than 
was expected considering what the 
florists-at-large had to contend with. 
From Monday till Saturday snow was 
most plentiful and the temperature 
was freezing. Friday was the mildest 
day of the week and a large volume 
of business was done, especially in 
the plant line. The supply of plants 
was the largest ever handled during 
any Easter, though this does not apply 
to the wholesaler alone, but the grow- 
ers who have retail stores connected 
and those that cater to the public 
market, where the bulk of the ordinary 
quality of stuff is disposed of. The 
retail merchants made excelient dis- 
plays, the stores utilizing every inch 
of space, and the quality of the stock 
was never seen better than at this 
Easter, which was largely due to the 
two weeks of cold weather previous to 
Easter. Azaleas were plentiful in afl 
grades and sizes, prices, etc., to meet 
any purchaser; also rhododendrons, 
hydrangeas, lilacs and pans of tulips, 
daffodils and other bulbous stock. 
Lilies were plentiful, though again too 
many short plants. 

There was practically nothing doing 
in the cut flower line until Thursday. 
Advance orders were coming in lightly, 
there was no spectacular buying and it 
was keeping the retailer as well as the 
wholesaler guessing as to what the 
end of the week would bring forth. 
Carnations were good and cleaned up

Chicago florists, footing 
up Easter sales, almost 
unanimously declare it 
to be one of the best on record. Pre- 
dictions in most case were verified re- 
garding stock and roses proved plenti- 
ful and carnations in short supply 
while lilies proved to be in just about 
sufficient quantity to ge around. Prices 
generally were maintained close to 
quotations except in extremely large 
orders.

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burst were all in enormous quantity 
and after shipping orders were filled, 
the end of the week found no lack of 
good stock for local trade. Carnations 
generally were off crop, and there is 
no question but many more could 
have been disposed of had the cut been 
larger. Lilies appeared to be in excess 
of demand at first, but after the pot- 
ted lilies ran out, purchasers fell back 
on cut ones, and with a few exceptions, 
wholesalers sold the bulk of their 
stock. American Beauties, never in 
heavy Easter demand, were sufficient 
for customers and at this writing there 
are plenty coming in. Sweet peas were 
cut so close for Easter that they are 
short now. Iris meets a fair demand. 
Lily of the valley is needed, as the 
wedding season has already begun. 
There is still an abundance of bulbous 
stock.

Flower Market Reports

Easter business was 
very good. The sup 
ply was large and 
sufficient for all requirements. The 
demand was even better than expecta- 
tions. On Saturday a miserable rain 
set in, but in spite of that orders came 
in at a merry rate and nearly every 
one reports a good Easter. The sup- 
ply of all flowers was fully adequate, 
except in carnations and sweet peas. 
The American Beauty cut, too, was 
rather limited. 

Prospects for the immediate future 
are very bright. The rose cut is large 
and steady and the flowers are of a 
very good quality. A good cut of 
Beauties is promised for the im- 
mediate future. The carnation cut 
will probably continue somewhat under 
normal for a few weeks. Easter lilies 
are in a good supply. The same is 
true of all the market staples. 


New York’s Easter 

NEW YORK may be told in few 
words. It was a big 

Easter in every sense—big for plants 
and for flowers; big for grower, 
wholesaler and retailer. The weather 
man was kindly disposed, especially 
on Sunday, which was a beautiful day 
and more flowers were worn in the 
great Easter parade than ever before. 
Almost every second lady was adorned 
with cattleyas, violets, sweet peas or 
lily of the valley. The sale of roses 
and carnations was surprisingly good, 
as was that of daffodils, but the great 
bulk of the rush was on the four 
things above enumerated. Gardenias 
were seen on Fifth avenue in super- 
abundance, but—mainly on the trays 
of the street sellers and “thereby 
hangs a tale.” If you want to main- 
tain the respect of the public for any 
flower, exercise some caution as to 
how it is presented to them. Lilies 
met a very sad fate. Such an ava- 
lanche never before landed on any 
market. Every out-of-town locality 
was seemingly supplied locally and it 
was impossible to ship any. Prices 
asked for lilies in large lots were one- 
half and one-third of normal Easter 
figures, and at the close the only 
thought was to unload, at any price. 
It was estimated that not less than 
50,000 lily flowers, cut or on plants 
were left over in wholesalers’ hands. 
These are still in evidence and are 
considered well-sold this week at $1.50 
per 100. The flower that got the worst 
rebuff, however, was the snapdragon. 
It was absolutely unsalable, no mat-

ter what its color, or to whose “true 
strain,” it traced its lineage. Bulbous 
stock made an unexpectedly good rec- 
ord, the only draggy exception being 
the white tulips. The plant trade did 
not seem to increase any in volume 
over recent years, the demand being 
almost entirely for the smaller and 
less expensive stock. Large specimens 
moved with difficulty. The best sale 
was had on the mixed baskets, tin 
lined and ribbon adorned. These were 
beautifully gotten up by the retail 
dealers, with small dainty flowered and 
foliage plants, and their sale was le- 
gion. The supply men placed in the 
hands of the florists the most artistic 
and appropriate examples of baskets 
and other plant receptacles ever of- 
fered and these contributed not a lit- 
tle to whatever prosperity the Easter 
plant business enjoyed. 

Cut flowers of all 


PHILADELPHIA kinds were plen- 
tiful and good for 


. Easter week, with the possible excep- 


tion of violets and lily of the valley. 
The former are reaching the end and 
were scarce and not of the highest 
quality, especially the singles. Lily 
of the valley was scarce, probably be- 
cause the growers did not plant 
enough. The big supply, at reason- 
able prices, of such things as roses, 
carnations, orchids, gardenias, had a 
notable effect in switching buyers 
away from their usual purchases at 
Easter. Many of the retailers com- 
mented on this change in the Easter 
situation. The cut flower men are, 
therefore, distinctly to be congratu- 
lated. Of course they did not get 
famine prices, but they had quantity 
to make up for that, and the reason- 
able figures leaves a good taste in the 
buyer’s mouth which will be remem- 
bered next year. There was a tre 





mendous business in cut flowers, and 
it is certain the records have been 
broken as to quantity. Total receipts 
as to value are not figured out yet, 
but all look pretty cheerful. Daisies 
and other small flowers were in great 
demand for bunching. The weather 
all through was ideal, and corsages 
were “all the rage.” 

In Easter plants the business was 
also fine, but not such a good clean- 
up as usual. There were large lots 
of short-stem lilies and much of this 
stock remained unsold. There were 
also a good many large azaleas that 
did not find a market. All the lower- 
priced stock, like spiraeas, daffodils, 
hyacinths, etc., had a good clean-up. 
St. Louis has just ex- 
perienced one of the 
best Easters in many 
years. Plants of all descriptions sold 
as they never did before, and especial- 
ly so with the large up-town florists 
who have show houses which were 
filled up the past week and are now 
empty. All agree that lily plants had 
the call over all others. The sale of 
these was enormous. Next came aza- 
leas, hydrangeas and rhododendrons, 
followed by spiraeas and bulbous 
stock. The weather was all that could 
be expected, which made delivery 
easy. Cut flowers were scarce and 
high, which was least expected, as all 
stock just before Easter was very 
plentiful. Those who placed advance

to want it. On the other hand, there 
was something of a rush for red roses 
which caused the price to jump con- 
siderably before Sunday. As a whole 
the prices were about the same as in 
previous years. Gardenias, however, 
were cheaper than they have been. 
The sale of these will not prove his- 
toric, for the street men peddled them 
about at ten cents each, killing their 
sale in the stores. The movement of 
pot plants about reached the limits of 
previous years, although in the cheap- 
er grades only; the people did not 
seem to want the expensive stock. With 
the city full of tourists, a fair sale of 
flowers continued during the early 
part of the week, particularly of jon- 
quils which seemed to be the favorite, 
while sweet peas, as usual, came a 
close second. Roses for this purpose 
are not much in demand. 
Paster trade was 
COLUMBUS, O. double over last 
year. Blooming 
plants of all kinds sold on sight. Sweet 
peas and violets for corsage work were 
in great demand. The weather turned 
in bad, (rain). The flower stores were 
rushed and all were satisfied. The 
markets were flooded with potted hya- 
cinths and tulips which were sold 
very cheap. Good stock of blooming 
plants were in demand, as always. 





NURSERY STOCK CANNOT BE 
MAILED TO CANADA. 


The Canadian Department of Agri- 
culture has served notice on Uncle 
Sam that nursery stock by mail from 
the United States is taboo in the do- 
minion. The Second Assistant Post- 
master General at Washington has 
sent out the following communication: 

“The postal administration of Can- 
ada has informed this department un- 
der date of March 13, 1914, as follows. 

“Under a regulation of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, which took effect 
on the first day of March, 1914, the 
importation into Canada of nursery 
stock, including trees, shrubs, vines, 
grafts, scions, cuttings, or buds, is 
prohibited through the mails, except- 
ing greenhouse-grown florists’ stock, 
cut flowers, herbaceous perennials and 
bedding plants, which will be admitted 
provided that a detailed statement of 
the contents is attached to the par- 
cels containing such matter.’” 





PLANT FOOD. 

On page 552 you have an inquiry 
about feeding potted plants. The fol- 
lowing combination is enough to make 
a barrelful of liquid fertilizer for use, 
either for house plants or for florists’ 
stock. It is called “Wagner’s Solu- 
tion.”

To use this, dissolve the above in 
about five pints of water. This con- 
centrated solution can be kept in a 
bottle, three or four ounces being used 
in three gallons of water to feed the 
plants. Feed palms, ferns and other 
foliage plants with it about once a 
week. The cost of the chemicals will 
not be over 25 cents. he S&F
